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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicant's argument that 
Molinier fails to disclose or suggest a way to suppress or prevent sulfate from being formed and discharged from the auxiliary catalyst 
into the outside air (page 12 of Applicant's Amendment), the examiner respectfully disagress. 

In Molinier, when the SOx storage (3) releases its SOx, the atmosphere of the downstream auxiliary catalyst (5) is switched from from 
a lean to a rich environment to prevent the SOx from being absorbed into the auxiliary catalyst. The rich environment at the auxilary 
catalyst suppresses or prevents the SOx released from the SOx storage from being oxidized to become a solid sulfate compound. Thus 
the SOx released from the SOx storage remains a gaseous compound which is not absorbed by the auxiliary catalyst and is able to pass 
through the auxiliary catalyst to be released to the outside air as a gaseous SOx compound. Therefore, it is obvious to one with ordinary 
skill in the art that Molinier suggests a way to suppress or prevent sulfate from being formed and discharged into the outside air. 
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
